These Articles of Incorporation 
THE CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY. 

Witnesseth, that we, the undersigned, all of whom are 
citizens of the State of Ohio, desiring to form a corporation, 
not for profit, under the general corporation laws of said 
State, do hereby certify: 

First: The name of said corporation shall be THE 
CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY. 

Second: Said corporation shall be located, and its prin¬ 
cipal business transacted at Cleveland, in Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio. 

Third: The purpose for which said corporation is formed 
is to foster, promote, protect and advance the commercial, 
manufacturing, mercantile, social, moral and civic interests 
and affairs of that portion of the city of Cleveland west of 
the Cuyahoga river; to discover and correct abuses and en¬ 
croachments touching said interests, and to acquire, preserve 
and disseminate such information and statistics as will best 
effect such purposes.

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BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 

OF 

THE CLEVELAND CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY. 

Article I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Composition . 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall be composed 
of Active, Non-Resident, Life and Honorary members. 

Active Members. 

All men of good standing who are residents of and inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advancement 
the city of Cleveland west of the Cuyahoga River and its 
suburbs, and all other men who have property interests in the 
above territory are eligible for active membership. 

Non-Resident Members . 

All men of good standing who are not residents of and 
who have no property interests in the city of Cleveland west 
of the Cuyahoga River and its suburbs, but who are inter¬ 
ested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advance¬ 
ment of that territory, are eligible for non-resident member¬ 
ship, and they shall enjoy all the privileges of active 
membership except to vote and hold official positions. 

Honorary Membership. 

Any man of distinction may be admitted to honorary 
membership and he shall enjoy all the privileges of active 
membership and be exempt from all fees and dues. 

Application. 

All candidates for membership, except honorary mem¬ 
bership, shall make written application to the board of direc¬ 
tors, said application being a guarantee to adhere to all by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations adopted by the chamber or its 
board of directors. Honorary members shall be nominated 
by the membership committee and elected by the board of 
directors. A proposition to confer honorary membership 
may be made in writing to the membership committee by any 
.member of the chamber. 
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Election. 

To elect an applicant to membership it shall require the 
recommendation of the membership committee and an affirma¬ 
tive vote of the directors present at the meeting at which 
such application is considered; five negative votes shall de¬ 
feat the motion to elect. 


Notice. 

At least ten days notice of approval by the membership 
committee shall be posted on the bulletin board. 

Announcement. 

At each regular meeting of the chamber the secretary 
shall read the names of all candidates elected by the board 
of directors. 


Objection. 

Objection! to any candidate recommended for election 
by the membership committee shall be communicated to the 
board of directors in writing before the meeting at which 
such candidate is voted upon. 

Dues. 

Each member shall pay yearly dues of Ten Dollars, pay¬ 
able semi-annually in advance on the first of July and 
January. 

Commencement. 

The annual dues of each member shall commence and 
include the month in which such applicant shall have been 
elected. 


Payment. 

Every person elected as herein provided shall, within 
thirty days after election, pay to the treasurer his dues for 
the semi-annual period in which he is elected or at the rate 
of one dollar per month for the unexpired period. Until 
such payments shall have been made, he shall not be qualified 
as a member or be entitled to privileges of membership. 

Seat. 

Every active member shall at the date of his election be 
required to own a regular membership seat. In lieu of the 
purchase of such seat on or before the day of his qualification, 
he shall file with the secretary his subscription therefor, 
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payable upon such terms and conditions as may be determined 
by the board of directors. 

Delinquency. 

If any member shall fail to pay his dues within three 
months after date of maturity, or for his seat as provided for 
by the board of directors, the secretary shall notify him of 
such delinquency with instructions that if not paid in ten 
days, his name will be posted upon the bulletin board. If 
at the end of ten days he still remains delinquent, his certifi¬ 
cate may be forfeited, and if an owner thereof, his member¬ 
ship seat may be sold to cancel such delinquency, unless 
otherwise ordered, by the board of directors. The chamber 
shall have a lien for all moneys due it from delinquent 
members upon seats held by them. 

Rebatemcnt. 

The board of directors shall have power to rebate the 
dues of any delinquent member and continue the membership 
in good standing. 

Certificate . 

A certificate of seat ownership shall be a sufficient mem¬ 
bership certificate. 

Transfer. 

The membership of any seat holder may be transferred 
to any duly elected member, subject to the provisions of 
Article 2. 

Exception. 

The membership of any member who may not have 
become a seat holder shall not be transferable except by 
permission of the board of directors. 

Resignation . 

All resignations shall be made in writing to the board of 
directors; but if any resignation is made after a payment is 
due, the member presenting it shall not be relieved from 
liability for dues of the semi-annual period entered upon. 

Forfeiture. 

Any person who, from any cause, shall cease to be a 
member, shall forfeit all his active rights and interest in the 
chamber, excepting his property right as a seat holder, as 
provided in Article 2. 
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Article II. 

MEMBERSHIP SEATS. 

Classes . 

There shall be three classes of membership seats, as 
follows: Regular membership seat; Special membership seat; 
Life membership seat. 

Regular. 

The issue of regular membership seat certificates shall 
be limited to twelve hundred, except as hereinafter stipulated, 
and shall be sold at the par value of twenty-five dollars each. 
The regular seat certificate, unimpaired, shall be transferable 
to any duly elected member. 

Special. 

There may be issued, until otherwise ordered by the 
board of directors, special membership seat certificates to be 
sold at the par value of one hundred dollars each, and shall 
consist of four regular membership seats. The holder thereof 
may transfer, unimpaired, the entire certificate or any parts 
of it, unimpaired, to any duly elected member or members, 
and he shall, upon the request of the board of directors, 
re-sell to said board such regular membership seats not to 
exceed three. In case of such division of a Special Mem¬ 
bership Certificate, the original must be returned and regular 
membership certificates issued in lieu of same. 

Life. 

The issue of life membership seat certificates shall not 
exceed twenty, and may be sold, on approval by the board of 
directors, to active members at the par value of two hundred 
and fifty dollars. A life membership seat certificate is trans¬ 
ferable, unimpaired, to any duly elected member and exempts 
the holder from all fees and dues. 

Ownership. 

Members shall have the right to hold more than one 
seat of any class until the authorized issue of certificates shall 
have been completed. 

Re-Issue. 

Any regular membership certificate acquired by the board 
of directors may be sold and re-issued to any active member. 
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Substitution. 

Any special membership seat certificate acquired by the 
board of directors shall be retired, and in lieu thereof four 
regular membership seats may be sold to active members at 
the market price, but not less than twenty-five dollars each. 

Certificate. 

Every owner of a membership seat shall be entitled to 
a certificate of ownership bearing the seal of the chamber 
and the signatures of the president and secretary. 

Transfer. 

Any regular or special membership seat certificate of a 
deceased member may be transferred by his legal representa¬ 
tives. 

Surrender. 

If the owner of a seat certificate ceases to be a member, 
for any cause, his membership seat shall thereby be surren¬ 
dered to the chamber and such certificate may be sold at the 
discretion of the board of directors, for not less than its face 
value, and when sold the proceeds of such sale, less any and 
all unpaid obligations to the chamber, shall be paid to the 
person in whose name the certificate stands on the books of 
the chamber, or to his legal representatives. 

Notices. 

In the event of the failure of any member whose seat 
has been surrendered to return to the secretary his seat cer¬ 
tificate within 10 days after such surrender, with proper en¬ 
dorsement of transfer, notice of such failure shall be posted 
on the bulletin board for a period of not exceeding thirty 
days and notice to return such certificate shall be mailed to 
such member at his address on the books of the chamber. 

Effective. 

No transfer of any certificate shall be effective until the 
outstanding certificate has been surrendered and entered on 
the books of the chamber, and a new certificate issued to 
transferee. 


Loss. 

In the event of the loss or destruction of any seat cer¬ 
tificate the owner thereof shall make a declaration of such loss 
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or destruction before a notary, and shall transmit the same to 
the board of directors; a copy of such declaration shall be 
posted on the bulletin board for a period of thirty days, 
at the end of which time the board of directors may cause a 
new certificate to be issued. 

Forfeiture . 

Any member whose seat has been surrendered, who shall 
fail to return his certificate, or, in lieu thereof, a declara¬ 
tion of its loss or destruction, within thirty days after the 
date of the notice provided in this article, shall forfeit the 
same to the chamber and shall thereby surrender his property 
right. Any person who is a subscriber for a membership 
seat certificate, and who, from any cause, shall cease to be 
a member before completing payment of such subscription, 
shall forfeit to the chamber all moneys that have been paid 
on account of such subscription. 

Article III. 

BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

Government. 

The government of the chamber shall be vested in the 
board of directors, who shall have control of its property 
and the direction of its affairs. 

Composition. 

The board of directors shall consist of seventeen members, 
who shall be elected annually as hereinafter provided. 

Districts. 

In order to effect an equitable geographical distribution 
of the directors there shall be four districts, and four directors 
elected from each district, said directors to be residents of 
the districts from which they are elected. The four districts 
shall be composed as follows: 

First District—Lakewood, First and Second wards. 

Second District—Third and Fourth wards. 

Third District—Fifth and Sixth wards. 

Fourth District—Seventh and Eighth wards. 

Commencing with the election of a board of directors 
in 1910 , there shall be elected four members from each dis¬ 
trict, the two receiving the highest number of votes in each 
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district to be elected for two years and the two receiving the 
next highest number of votes to be elected for one year. In 
all elections thereafter there shall be elected annually two 
directors from each district for a term of two years. No 
member shall serve as a director for more than two consecu¬ 
tive terms. 


Duties . 

Their duties shall begin on the day following their elec¬ 
tion, or as soon thereafter as they shall qualify, when they 
shall meet and elect a seventeenth director for one year and 
who shall be a seat holder, and officers for the year, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and quali¬ 
fied. 


Officers. 

The board of directors shall elect from its own members 
a president, two vice-presidents and a treasurer, and shall 
annually elect a secretary and fix his salary. 

Vacancies . 

The directors shall have power to fill all vacancies in the 
board. 


Rules . 

The board of directors may adopt rules and regulations 
for the government and proper business conduct of the 
chamber, and shall have power to amend the same. 

Reports . 

The board of directors shall submit, at the annual meet¬ 
ings, a full report of the condition and finances of the chamber 
together with a review of its acts for the preceding year. 

Article IV. 

OFFICERS. 

President . 

The president shall preside at all meetings of the cham¬ 
ber and board of directors. He shall perform all duties 
incident to his office and advise such action as may be deemed 
by him likely to increase the usefulness and prosperity of the 
chamber. 
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Vice-Presidents. 

The first or second vice-presidents shall act in the ab¬ 
sence of the president; and in the absence or disability of the 
three officers named, a member shall be chosen to act tem¬ 
porarily. / 


Treasurer . 

The treasurer shall receive and disburse the funds of the 
chamber. He shall make no disbursement except upon an 
order signed by the secretary and countersigned by the presi¬ 
dent, or, in the absence of the president; by one of the 
vice-presidents. He shall keep all moneys of the chamber 
deposited in its name. He shall make monthly reports to 
the board, who shall require him to give acceptable bond, 
in a sum such as the board may determine, for the faithful 
performance of his duties. 

Secretary . 

It shall be the duty of the secretary to collect and keep 
a record of information of value to the members of the cham¬ 
ber, conduct the official correspondence, preserve all books, 
documents and communications, keep books of account and 
maintain an accurate record of the proceedings of the chamber, 
board of directors and all standing committees. He shall 
supervise and direct the compilation of statistics and infor¬ 
mation of commercial and municipal value, and shall publish 
such reports as the board may order. He shall appoint and 
have general supervision over all employes of the chamber, 
incident to his office, subject to the direction of the board of 
of directors. He shall perform such duties as may be in¬ 
incident to his office, subject to the direction of the board of 
directors. At the expiration of his term of office he shall 
deliver to the board of directors all books, papers and property 
of the chamber. 


Article V. 

COMMITTEES. 

The president shall appoint the following standing com¬ 
mittees of five members each, subject to confirmation by the 
board:

Executive . 

The Executive Committee, composed of five members of 
the board of directors, shall transact all routine business 
of the chamber, and shall act for the board in the interim 
between its meetings or in the absence of a quorum thereof. 
It shall have authority to order disbursements for the nec¬ 
essary expenses of the chamber, and shall audit the same 
for payment. It shall be empowered to employ such assistants 
upon request of the secretary, as may be deemed necessary for 
the proper conduct of the business of the chamber. It shall 
have supervision of the rooms and property of the chamber. 
It shall submit at the regular meetings of the board reports 
of its acts or minutes of its proceedings for confirmation. 

House . 

The president shall appoint a House Committee of five 
members. The duties of such committee shall be to make 
proper rules for the government of the club features attached 
to the chamber and to generally supervise and enforce such 
rules that proper conduct and decorum may be at all times 
observed. The rules so formulated by the house committee 
to first receive the approval of the board of directors before 
becoming effective. 
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Auditing. 

The president shall appoint an auditing committee at the 
October meeting of the chamber, whose duty it shall be to 
supervise the examination and auditing by an expert account¬ 
ant of the books and accounts of the treasurer and secre¬ 
tary at the close of the year's business, and report its findings 
to the board of directors or to the chamber at its annual 
meeting. 

Duties. 

Except when specified the duties of standing and special 
committees shall be indicated by their respective names, and 
shall be such as usually belong to similar committees. 

Sendee. 

No member shall serve as chairman on more than one 
standing committee at the same time. 

Reports. 

All standing and special committees shall report their 
proceedings at the regular meetings of the board or chamber, 
and shall submit to the board of directors, prior to its last 
meeting before the annual meeting of the chamber, a full 
report of their acts and findings from the time of appoint¬ 
ment. Reports of all committees must be submitted in writ¬ 
ing and filed with the secretary. 

Inefficiency. 

Should any standing or special committee fail to dis¬ 
charge the duties assigned to it with reasonable promptitude, 
such committee shall be declared discharged by the president 
upon recommendation by the executive committee or board 
of directors, and the president shall appoint a new committee 
for confirmation. 


Discharge . 

All standing committees shall be considered discharged at 
the end of each chamber year, or until their successors are 
appointed. All special committees shall be continued until 
otherwise ordered by the incoming board of directors. 

Vacancies . 

Vacancies in any committee shall be filled by the presi¬ 
dent, subject to approval by the board of directors. 
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Ex-Officio. 

The president and secretary shall be ex-officio members 
of all committees, unless otherwise ordered. 

Article VI. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be a regular meeting of the chamber on the 
second Tuesday in each month, except June, July and August, 
or when otherwise ordered by the chamber or its board of 
directors. 


Annual. 

The annual meeting of the chamber shall be held on the 
second Tuesday in January of each year. 

Quorum. 

Twenty members shall constitute a quorum at any regu¬ 
lar meeting of the chamber. 

Hours. 

The hours of meeting shall be fixed by the directors. 

Order. 

The order of business at all regular meetings shall be 
as follows: 


Call to order. 

Reading minutes. 

Communications. 

Reports of officers. 

Reports of standing committees. 

Reports of special committees. 

Unfinished business. 

New business. 

Elections. 

Adjournment. 

Board. 

The board of directors shall hold regular meetings on 
the first Tuesday of each month; seven members of the board 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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Committees. 

Meetings of committees may be called at any time by the 
president or by the chairman of such committees. 

Special. 

Special meetings of the chamber, board of directors and 
committees may be called by the president; special meetings 
of the chamber or board shall be called upon the written re¬ 
quest of ten members. 

Change. 

The board of directors may at any time order a change 
in time of holding regular or special meetings. 

Business. 

At all specialfmeetings of the chamber, only such business 
as the meeting was called to consider shall be discussed or 
acted upon, except by unanimous consent. 

Attendance. 

Neglect of officers, directors or members of committees 
to attend three consecutive meetings shall be deemed a tender 
of resignation, unless satisfactory reasons be given acceptable 
to the board of directors. 

Executive. 

Upon motion of any member, the chamber may, by a 
majority vote, go into executive session. 

Speeches. 

No member shall be permitted to speak more than twice, 
or longer than five minutes each time on any one subject, 
except by a majority vote of those present. 

Exclusion. 

No one but a member shall address the chamber, except 
by unanimous consent. 

Resolutions. 

All resolutions offered must be in writing and handed 
to the secretary. 

Reference. 

No member shall read or offer for action any communi- 
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cation, report or resolution, without first making a general 
statement of the subject matter thereof. Should any two 
members object to its coming before the chamber at once, 
it shall be referred to an advisory committee of three, to be 
immediately appointed by the presiding officer. After hearing 
any statement the member offering or the members objecting 
to the resolution may desire to make, said advisory com¬ 
mittee shall report the resolution back to the same meeting 
of the chamber with a recommendation that the resolution be 
acted upon at once, or be referred for future action. 

Approval. 

Any communication, report or resolution which has re¬ 
ceived the approval of the board of directors shall be acted 
on without reference. 


Article VI. * 

ELECTIONS. 

The election of directors shall be held upon the second 
Tuesday in January of each year. If for any reason it is 
deemed expedient to change the date of any annual election, 
a resolution to such effect must receive a two-thirds vote of 
those present at any general meeting. 

Nominating 

At the last regular meeting of the chamber prior to the 
annual election, a vote shall be taken by ballot on open 
nomination, for the selection of a nominating committee, said 
committee to consist of one member from each of the four 
districts and one member at large. Due notice of such meet¬ 
ing shall be previously given to each member by the secretary. 
The five members receiving the highest number of votes 
shall constitute the nominating committee. 

Official. 

The nominating committee shall prepare a list of thirty- 
two candidates, eight from each district for the election of 
1910, and thereafter a list of sixteen candidates, four from 
each district, to be known as the “official ticket,” from which 
members may select sixteen for directors, voting for but four 
from each district in the elections of 1910, and for eight 
directors, voting for but two from each district thereafter. 
All nominations made by the nominating committee must be 
of members who are seat holders. 
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Reports. 

The report of the nominating committee shall be posted, 
and a printed copy thereof mailed to each member of the 
chamber at least six days prior to the annual election. 

Polls. 

The polls shall be open from 12 m. until 5 p. m. on the 
day of the annual election. 


Result. 

The four candidates from each of the four districts re¬ 
ceiving the highest number of votes cast at the annual election 
shall be constituted and declared members of the board of 
directors for the year 1910 and in all subsequent elections 
the two candidates receiving the highest number of votes 
cast at the annual election shall be constituted and declared 
members of the board of directors for the ensuing year. 

Tie. 

In the election of directors, should a tie vote occur, the 
committee of judges shall cast lots and certify as elected the 
person or persons on whom the selection falls. 

Unofficial. 

| Any fifteen members of the chamber may nominate a 
^different ticket or tickets by posting the same, over their sig¬ 
natures, on the bulletin board, not later than three days 
previous to the annual election, provided, however, that the 
ticket conforms to the requirements of the “official ticket” 
in the observance of the four districts and that the nominees 
shall be seat holders. 

Voting. 

All voting shall be by ballot. No proxies shall be allowed. 
A plurality of the votes cast shall constitute an election. 

Judges. 

The president shall apoint and announce at the meeting 
when the nominating committee is elected, a committee of 
five judges, who are not members of the board of directors 
or candidates for election as such, to have supervision of the 
election, and such committee shall serve from the opening of 
the polls until the result has been ascertained. 
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Certificates. 

The committee shall cause to be issued to each director 
elected a certificate of his election, bearing the signature of 
the committee of judges. - 

Article VIII. 

TRIALS AND CHARGES. 

Court. 

The board of directors shall constitute a court to examine 
into charges of unbusinesslike conduct, willful violation of 
business contracts or obligations, or offenses against the by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations of the chamber. 

Investigation. 

If it shall become known to the board that any member 
has disgraced himself, and that in the opinion of the board 
his further connection with the chamber would injuriously 
affect its good name and dignity, it shall be the duty of the 
board to cause an investigation, and it shall report the result 
of such investigation to the chamber for final action, with 
its recommendation. 

Charges. g 

Charges made by one or more members against anothen 
must always be submitted to the board of directors in writing/ 
and due notice shall be promptly given said accused member 
of such charges. 

Expulsion. 

Any member who may be expelled from the chamber 
shall forfeit his membership certificate and be excluded from 
the rooms, and the application of any expelled or suspended 
member shall not again be considered for election to mem¬ 
bership, unless by a two-thirds vote of the chamber. 

Hearing. 

Members against whom charges are made shall be en¬ 
titled to a fair hearing in their own defense, but must not 
employ professional counsel to defend them. 

Notification. 

The secretary shall notify, by mail or messenger, any 
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member who shall have been censured, suspended or ex¬ 
pelled. 

Article IX. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

Expenditures. 

No disbursements of the funds of the chamber shall be 
made unless the same shall have been approved and ordered 
by the executive committee or board of directors, and no order 
upon the treasurer shall be honored by him unless such order 
shall be signed by the secretary and countersigned by the 
president, or in the absence of the president, one of the 
vice-presidents. 

Appropriation. 

No appropriation of money or other property of the 
chamber shall be made for any purpose other than to defray 
its legitimate expenses, except by the unanimous vote of the 
members present at a meeting of the board of directors, or 
a four-fifths majority vote of those present at a meeting of 
the chamber. 

Article X. 

SEAL. 

The Cleveland Chamber of Industry shall have a seal of 
such design as the board of directors may adopt. 

Article XI. 

PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 

The proceedings of the chamber meetings shall be gov¬ 
erned by and conducted according to the latest edition of 
Cushing's manual on parliamentary rules. 

Article XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

By-Laws. 

These by-laws may be amended or altered by a two-thirds 
vote of those present at any regular or special meeting, pro¬ 
vided, notice of the proposed change shall have been posted 
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on the bulletin board and mailed by the secretary to each 
member five days prior to such meeting. 

Approval. 

All proposed amendments shall first receive the approval 
of the board of directors. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

Hours . 

The rooms of the chamber shall be open daily from 
8:30 a. m. until 5 p. m., except Sundays and holidays. 

They shall also be open at other times for meetings of 
the chamber, board of directors or committees, and by order 
of the executive committee. 

Rooms. 

The rooms shall be for the exclusive use of members and 
guests, and shall not be used for any purpose not provided 
for, unless by permission of the executive committee, and 
then subject to such restrictions as it may deem proper. 

Use. 

The rooms may be used for meetings of any branch of 
trade, business or profession represented in the membership 
of the chamber, but written permission must be obtained 
through the secretary prior to such meeting. 

Visitors. 

A member may personally introduce a visitor to the privi¬ 
leges of the chamber by recording the name and residence 
of the guest, together with his own, in the visitors' register, 
which shall entitle such person to the privileges of the cham¬ 
ber for a period of two weeks. A card of membership in any 
commercial organization of good standing in the United States 
shall entitle the holder to the privileges of the chamber for a 
period of not exceeding two weeks. Such period may be ex¬ 
tended by approval of the executive committee. 

Registration. 

Persons, not members, attending any meeting shall be 
.expected to register. 
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Press . 

The courtesies of the chamber shall be extended to duly 
accredited representatives of the press. 

Cards . 

A membership card shall be issued annually to each 
member, who will present it on entering, when so requested. 

Books, Etc . 

No book, publication or other property of the chamber 
shall be taken from the rooms, except by authority of the ex¬ 
ecutive committee. 

Pictures, Etc . 

No picture or works of art shall be placed in the rooms 
without permission of the executive committee. 

Advertisements . 

No advertisement of any nature shall be placed in the 
rooms without the consent of the executive committee. 

Smoking. 

Smoking shall be prohibited at all meetings of the cham¬ 
ber. 

Complaints. 

It shall be the duty of the members to report in writing 
to the board any complaint, or offer any suggestion, with a 
view toward improvement in the management of the chamber.

FAREWELL ADDRESS BY CAPT. C. E. BENHAM. 


, Gentlemen of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry ; 

One of the matters I intend to talk upon for a short time 
and which I consider of importance is The Cleveland Chamber 
of Industry as an organization. 

The organization was incorporated in the year 1907. 
The purpose of the Chamber is to “foster, promote, protect, 
and advance the commercial, manufacturing, social, moral and 
civic interests and affairs of the city of Cleveland south and 
west of the Cuyahoga river; to discover and correct abuses 
and encroachments touching such interests and to acquire, 
preserve and disseminate such information and statistics as 
will best effect such purposes. All men of good character 
and standing who are residents of and interested in the com¬ 
mercial, industrial and municipal advancement of the city of 
Cleveland and its suburbs south and west of the Cuyahoga 
river and those men who have property interests in the ter¬ 
ritory mentioned are eligible to membership.” 

Do you know of any civic organization which asserts 
purposes or principles, which if lived up to or carried out, 
would have a tendency to do more toward improving condi¬ 
tions than the purposes of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry. 

I doubt if any man present can name such an organization. 

Now having taken the position that the purposes of our 
organization are good, are we going to carry them out? If we 
are going to accomplish the objects for which the organization 
was incorporated, we have got to have a membership com¬ 
posed of men of good moral character, sound judgment and* 
ambition and willing to devote a reasonable amount of time 
to assist in working out the details of a consummation of all 
proper projects that may be brought before the Chamber. 

Right here I desire to say that in my opinion the mem¬ 
bership of the Cleveland Chamber of Industry is on a par 
with that of the best civic societies in this country. Such being 
the case there is no reason why we should fail in accomplish¬ 
ing an immense amount of good for the people west and 
south of the river, and in fact for the entire public. 
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Now, what have we accomplished? If I were to enum¬ 
erate everything that the Chamber has accomplished or every 
improvement that the Chamber has assisted in making, your 
President-elect would have very litte time to give you a 
history of the vast amount of work he intends to accomplish 
during his incumbency in office. Suffice it to say that enough 
has been accomplished to open the eyes of the public of this 
city and to receive recognition by the press as an organiza¬ 
tion whose influence has been, and will be felt. Another rea¬ 
son why I prefer not to take up your time with a history 
of what has been accomplished, is the fact that you will be 
able to read it in the annual report. 

But I will touch briefly upon some things which have hap¬ 
pened during my incumbency in office. In 1909 Herman C. 
Baehr resigned and your humble servant was elected to serve 
the unexpired term. We were then located in the United 
Bank Building. Our membership was small and it seemed to 
be a hard matter to get members out to attend meetings. 
There seemed to be a lack of interest. There was a tendency 
to discuss matters with which the Chamber should have noth¬ 
ing to do; I refer to the discussion of politics and criticism 
of the acts of the city administration. These things caused 
hard feelings and tended to injure the organization. One of 
the first efforts of your humble servant was to eliminate 
everything of a political nature. My next effort was to pro¬ 
tect the organization from strife and contention, and I be¬ 
lieve you will agree with me when I say that during my incum¬ 
bency in office there has been no discussions of any subject 
which has caused hard feelings. 

There was a time when an effort was made to discuss the 
high level bridge route and have the Chamber go on record 
for some particular route; we can readily see now, if the 
discussion of said subjects had been permitted we would have 
divided. We would not today be a body of between seven 
hundred and eight hundred men having the satisfaction of 
knowing that we are to have within reasonable time a suit- 
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able structure which will furnish means for crossing the vallev 
of the Cuyahoga. We would not today be occupying this 
commodious structure and we would not have had, what I 
believe we have today, the satisfaction of knowing that the 
property we now own, which cost us $30,000.00 reconstructed, 
refitted and refurnished is today worth $40,000.00. 

The United Banking Company wanted the space the 
Chamber occupied and we necessarily had to look elsewhere. 
A committee was appointed to look up new quarters. We 
took an option of the property we now occupy; the matter 
of purchase came before the board, it was received rather 
coldly, but there was a little live blood which circulated freeh¬ 
and was not ready to lay down, but kept the subject warm 
and eventually accomplished the undertaking and we now 
have the pleasure of holding our sessions in this beautiful 
temple. We have the satisfaction of knowing that we own 
it, and that it is going to pay its own w*ay after a little and 
that we are in good financial condition. The credit of our suc¬ 
cess belongs to no one man, and due credit should be given to 
every man who has assisted in building up our organization. 
There is one thing that I desire to call your attention to, and 
that is “The Cleveland Enterprise.” I doubt whether many 
of you appreciate of what importance said paper is as the 
official organ of the Chamber. I know that the paper is looked 
for by many who are not members of the Chamber. It has 
been hard work to keep the paper what it should be and make 
it pay its way and one way the membership can assist in build¬ 
ing up the paper and make it more interesting is by contributing 
items of news. A project is now under way which will make 
the paper a better one and the expense of printing less. 

I might talk to you a long time yet upon matters of im¬ 
portance to the Chamber, but I appreciate that I should not 
take the time. 

But before surrendering to your President-elect, I desire 
to extend to each committee and to every member of each 
committee who has assisted in any way in performing the 
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duties of the past year my most sincere thanks. I also desire to 
extend to each and every member of the Chamber my sincere 
thanks for the assistance and support you have given me as 
your President during the past year and I trust you will give 
your new President fully as much support and possibly a 
little more than you have given me. 

To you, Mr. President, I now turn over all documents 
held by me as President of The Oeveland Chamber of In¬ 
dustry and surrender to you all authority heretofore vested 
in me as President of the Chamber, and I assure you, sir, that 
it will be a source of pleasure to me to hear at the end of 
your term of office, that it has been a pleasant one for you 
and a profitable one for the Chamber. 

INAUGURAL ADDRESS BY H. M. FARNSWORTH. 
Gentlemen of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry ; 

About four years ago a number of our citizens, more 
especially those interested in that perennial project, the West 
Side Market House, met for the purpose of organizing to 
secure the completion of that improvement. 

Spme of them looking further ahead, and taking a 
broader view of the interests and necessities of this section 
of our city, wisely insisted that there should be a permanent 
organization for the conservation and protection of those 
interests and for the promotion of the many improvements 
needed to afford this section the opportunity for the growth 
and development which it should naturally and rightfully 
enjoy. 

The history of the first two years of our Chamber was 
one of struggle for existence, but the loyalty, unselfishness 
and sacrifices of our small but splendid membership, brought 
it through that trying time to a point where some saw that 
to accomplish the best results we must have a permanent 
home with ample facilities for our work and an enlarged 
membership which only such facilities could accommodate 
and attract. 

In view of the history of many similar organizations in 
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this city some of our more cautious and conservative mem¬ 
bers doubted, not so much the wisdom, as the possibility of 
such a thing, and it was only upon condition that the opti¬ 
mists should demonstrate beyond a doubt that the project 
could be financed, that they were permitted to go out in the 
name of the Chamber and lay their plans before our public 
spirited citizens. 

How finely and how willingly that citizenship responded 
this well equipped building tells more fully than any words 
of mine can express. 

We have the building, we have the equipment and we 
have the organization for a magnificent work in this com¬ 
munity, but what we have done, while perhaps plainer to the 
eye and more appealing to the senses that what we shall do, 
is only the beginning of a work which will forever leave its 
impress upon the metropolis of the fourth largest state in 
the Union. 

All men like to do large things and accomplish great 
results, but not all men realize that great things are made of 
many small ones, or at least if they so realize, they fail to put 
the realization into practice. 

And as we move forward to the accomplishment of the 
large things that we await our time, attention and effort, I beg 
of the members of this organization not to forget that the 
one most important and greatest thing at this juncture, is 
yet a small one for each member of this Chamber. 

It is simply and solely this: Let each member of this 
organization resolve here and now to bring into the Chamber 
one member before the year closes. 

No one man can achieve the result; it takes the combined 
effort of all to accomplish the work; but I feel safe in saying 
that the greatest work that lies before this Chamber during 
the coming year, is the increase of its membership. It will 
be easy if all will help, hard in proportion as any single one 
holds back. Each of you can think of some good citizen who 
would help and be helped by this organization. A duty lies 
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before you to get him in for his own good, for your own 
good. 

Already the eyes of those who caviled at our early efforts 
have been opened, the respect of those who laughed at us has 
been gained and the admiration of all awaits us, if in two 
years from the date of the purchase of this building we can 
say that it is all paid for, that it is indeed all ours. 

The possibility of this achievement is no idle dream, but 
a thing within our practical reach if each member does his 
duty. 

Your new President will feel that he has justified his 
election, if with the loyal and hearty support of the mem¬ 
bers of this Chamber, he can at the end of his term report 
to you that you own this magnificent temple of civics, free 
from the claim of any man. 

I esteem and appreciate more highly than I can express, 
the honor conferred in elevating me to the presidency of this 
Chamber, but you will again honor me and more highly honot 
yourselves if, when I turn the gavel over to my successor, 

I can say that the public spirited citizens of this city have 
enough local loyalty, enough civic pride and enough good citi¬ 
zenship, to stamp the hall-mark of unquestioned triumph upon 
this organization by placing its future financial position beyond 
any possible doubt. 

I could talk long upon the many things which this organi¬ 
zation must take up in the future and of the great good which 
it can and will accomplish and of each of those in due time 
I shall have something to say, but tonight I want to lay upon 
your hearts and minds the one thing which I believe of para¬ 
mount importance above all others, and that is “Double our 
Membership in 1911.” 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

To the Members of The Cleveland Chamber of Industry: 

In presenting the annual report for the year 1910, the 
Board of Directors Jeel that it can offer the most sincere 
congratulations to the members upon the splendid progress 
already made and the brilliant prospects for the future. 

The growth of the City of Cleveland, as officially evi¬ 
denced by the census, has marked it as one of the civic 
wonders of a truly wonderful country. To be a part of such 
a municipality and to take part in such development and 
growth should be considered a rare privilege. Hence every 
member of the Chamber of Industry should feel a just pride 
in being a member of a body of earnest citizens who are labor¬ 
ing, unselfishly, to such an end. 

The future is full of great things to be done for our 
city and the prosperity and happiness of its people; the in¬ 
fluences which must do most to realize the hopes of the 
future are Civic Pride and Civic Virtue. These influences 
find their widest scope for usefulness in civic organizations 
such as the Chamber of Industry. 

There is, therefore, a prolific field for the labors of this 
organization and while the past has been fruitful of valuable 
achievement, the next decade calls for greater and more united 
effort.

The first meeting was held 
March 8, 1907. At that time a few hopeful but earnest citi¬ 
zens put their shoulders to the wheel, and with an abundant 
faith in the justice of their cause, pushed steadily on. From 
an “experiment,” the Chamber of Industry became a very 
vital fact in the life and activities of the community, until 
today it has a membership of seven hundred representative 
citizens and exclusively occupies its own elegant and commo- 
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dious building. This has been accomplished in less than four 
years of actual effort, a thing we believe unprecedented by any 
similar organization in this country. 

Not only has the Chamber been the means of securing 
united and enthusiastic support for great and important pub¬ 
lic improvements, but it has served to bring our citizens into 
a closer personal touch which has had the most salutary effect 
upon broadening our civic horizon and eliminating any fac¬ 
tional feelings, if any existed. 

We desire to express our gratitude for the splendid 
spirit of co-operation which has been displayed by our mem¬ 
bers and their loyal support to the measures advocated by the 
Chamber. Our thanks are especially due to our regular and 
special committees that have so faithfully and efficiently per¬ 
formed the duties assigned them. 

The Chamber Home. 

In the first annual report of this Chamber it was urged 
that a permanent home be secured, and the library building 
on Franklin avenue was suggested as an ideal property for 
such purposes. The language of the report is as follows : 
“The Board believes that the Chamber should make this one 
of the goals toward which it should strive and that negotia¬ 
tions should be commenced to obtain possession of this prop¬ 
erty from its owners.” The suggestion thus made was not 
permitted to pass idly by and how successfully it has been 
met is evidenced today in the beautiful home now enjoyed 
by the Chamber. In accomplishing this, great and lasting 
credit is due the enthusiastic members and committees who 
devoted much valuable time to the cause. The proposition 
was based upon a membership of Twelve Hundred (1200), 
each carrying a Membership Seat of $25. So successful has 
been the campaign and so loyal has been the support that the 
financing of this $30,000 proposition is practically assured. 
This has been made possible by the liberality of a number of 
members who have subscribed to four seats, as well as the 
taking out of a number of life memberships. 
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Not only has the investment been one of the greatest 
value to the usefulness and convenience of the Chamber, 
but as a business proposition it is sound and solid. Already 
the auditorium is in great demand and the revenue from this 
and other sources of the building will form no inconsiderable 
income. 

The ownership and possession of so desirable a property, 
with every convenience for the comfort and entertainment of 
the members, adds strength and dignity to the Chamber 
which could scarcely be realized in any other manner. While 
we do not feel that it is necessary to urge an already willing 
body to further exertions, yet we feel that the coming year 
should see the Twelve Hundred (1200) membership seats 
entirely subscribed for; it will not only be good for the force 
and strength of the Chamber, but it will be good business as 
well. 

The Auditorium. 

We feel that the Chamber should take great pride in the 
beautiful Auditorium. With a seating capacity of 600, pro¬ 
vided with comfortable chairs, it is capable of meeting all 
requirements for some time for meetings, lectures and con¬ 
certs. Being located on the ground floor, for balls the audi¬ 
torium presents the greatest attractions, having a highly 
polished floor, ladies’ parlor, gentlemen’s smoking room and 
a large check room. The lighting and ventilation is perfect, 
and the decorations are unique and beautiful. 

The Restaurant. 

The restaurant of the Chamber has been equipped in the 
most modern manner and is in charge of experienced people. 
It affords the Chamber members a quiet and refined lunching 
place and is also a valuable adjunct for all balls, parties and 
other functions. It is also a valuable asset to the Chamber, 
as it makes possible committee meetings at the noon hour 
when the busy man may attend. The restaurant is open to 
the general public patronage every day in the week. 
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Bowling, Billiards and Pool. 

The Bowling Alleys, Billiard and Pool Room are for the 
use only of members and their friends. The alleys are of the 
best Brunswick-Balke-Collender construction and afford rare 
enjoyment for the ladies and gentlemen who like the sport. 
1 he Billiard and Pool Tables are furnished by the same firm, 
and are a source of constant amusement to the members. The 
alleys and tables are perfectly illuminated, the ventilation is 
excellent and the rooms are in charge of an experienced at¬ 
tendant from 10:30 until midnight. 

The Executive Offices. 

The executive offices which occupy the entire second floor 
afford every facility for the daily business routine of the 
Chamber. These offices consist of the secretary’s office, a 
large general reception room and the Board of Directors’ 
room. Ample room is provided for all committee meetings 
as well as being sufficient to extend the courtesies of the 
Chamber to other committees engaged in helpful work to the 
community. 

The offices are open every day in charge of the secretary 
and assistants, and the members are invited to make use of 
them whenever desired. 

The High Level Bridge. 

One of the first objects of this Chamber was to create 
a united public sentiment for a high level bridge, recognizing 
this as the one improvement of paramount importance. The 
early reports and records of this organization show unceasing 
effort in this direction. The attitude taken by the Chamber 
was: Give Us a High Level Bridge/' and the question of 

location, the rock upon which this proposition had been fre¬ 
quently wrecked, was avoided. 

The Chamber gave its support to every measure looking 
toward the building of a high level bridge and was ably 
represented upon the municipal BridgeCommission appointed 
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by Mayor Johnson and again re-appointed by Mayor Baehr. 
No opportunity was lost by the Chamber of bringing home to 
its members and citizens generally, the great and constantly 
growing necessity for such an improvement. 

When at last, by court decisions, it was found to be 
within the power of the Board of County Commissioners to 
build such a bridge and it was proposed to submit the ques¬ 
tions to the voters, this organization was the first to heartily 
endorse it. A Special High Level Bridge Campaign Com¬ 
mittee was appointed and carried on a campaign of vigor and 
force rarely equalled upon a purely improvement proposition. 
The thanks of this Chamber and of the community are due 
and heartily accorded this committee, the report of which is 
herewith presented: 

“The special committee appointed by you to conduct a 
campaign in behalf of the High Level Bridge at the Novem¬ 
ber election, begs leave to report as follows: 

“The committee organized and established headquarters 
in the Chamber rooms and employed Mr. W. R. Coates as 
executive secretary with a corps of stenographers and mes¬ 
sengers. From these headquarters about 150,000 pieces of 
literature were sent out to factories, to the townships and for 
general distribution. We erected banners at practically every 
important street crossing on the West and South Sides, dec¬ 
orated the Superior viaduct from end to end with pennants 
and banners and placed two pennants in the immediate neigh¬ 
borhood of every voting booth on the West and South Sides. 
These pennants and banners were all suitably lettered calling 
the attention of the voter to the necessity of the new bridge. 
On election day we stationed two men at every booth on the 
West and South Sides whose duty it was to see that every 
voter was reminded to vote for the Bridge. Your committee 
arranged a High Level Bridge mass meeting in the Chamber 
auditorium at which time the voters were urged to work and 
vote for the bridge. On the two days before election adver¬ 
tising space was contracted for in all the English daily news- 
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papers as well as the German, Hungarian and Bohemian 
papers and the Catholic Universe in which the necessity for 
the bridge was pointed out to the voters. 

“We contracted for and caused to be distributed 15,000 
extra copies of The Cleveland Enterprise which paper de¬ 
voted a great deal of space to the bridge proposition. The 
money required to run this campaign was solicited by mem¬ 
bers of the committee individually, and the sum of $2,713.00 
was collected. Of this amount we expended $2,213.00, 
vouchers for which are now in the hands of your secretary 
to be kept as part of the chamber records. The unexpended 
balance of $500.00 or about 18 per cent, was rebated pro¬ 
rata to the doners to the campaign fund. The result of the 
election which gave a tremendous majority for the bridge, we 
believe justified the effort that was made. All the records 
of the committee have been turned over and are now in the 
possession of the secretary of the Chamber.’’

The work of this Chamber did not cease with the suc¬ 
cess at the polls in November. Upon invitation of the Board 
of County Commissioners, we have to represent us with them 
as a special commissioner Mr. Henry W. S. Wood, whose 
ripe judgment, wide experience and loyalty as a citizen will 
help to secure the proper kind of a structure upon the best 
and most available route. 

This board feels that one victory has been won in the 
Great Bridge Campaign. There are other victories to achieve, 
for this great city cannot meet its full destiny until yet other 
bridges span the great natural barrier between the two sec¬ 
tions of this city. We commend this thought and ambition 
to the members of this Chamber and to its future Boards of 
Directors. 

Lake Avenue “Double Tunnels.” 

When the Chamber, early in its career, proposed the 
elimination of the so-called “double tunnels” on Lake avenue 
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under the Lake Shore Railway, there were many wise-acres 
who doubtfully shook their heads. The Chamber persisted 
and demanded that this beautiful avenue be opened to its 
full width and the entrance to Edgewater Park and to both 
Lake avenue and Clifton boulevard be made safe and hand¬ 
some. By means of frequent conferences with the railway 
and city officials a satisfactory plan was finally developed 
and we are happy to state that today the work is well under 
way and soon this improvement will stand as one of the monu¬ 
ments to this Chamber’s activity. 

West 25th Street Grade Elimination. 

This long delayed improvement is now well under way 
and the Chamber has used its best endeavors to hasten the 
work and to provide as little inconvenience to traffic as pos¬ 
sible while the improvement is being made. 

The Grade Eliminations. 

The Chamber of Industry has reason to feel proud of 
its fight to secure railway grade eliminations in this city. 
The Mathews bill, which passed the late legislature, but which 
was vetoed by Governor Harmon, was heartily endorsed by 
this Chamber. When the fate of the bill rested in the Gov¬ 
ernor’s hands, an appeal was made to the Governor to sign 
the bill and hundreds of telegrams were sent asking favorable 
action. With the veto of the bill came a renewed determina¬ 
tion to work more vigorously than ever for the eliimination 
of the deadly grade crossings. 

The proposal of the city administration to issue $2,000,- 
000 in bonds for such purposes was therefore hailed with, 
delight by this organization and enthusiastically endorsed- 
A campaign was carried on for the success of the bond elec¬ 
tion with victory as the result. The report of the committee 
i« herewith given. 

“For your information and so as to make it a matter of 
record we beg to report the scope of our activities in the 
grade crossing bond campaign and election of July 22nd. 
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Your committee had large banners erected at each of the 
grade crossings proposed to be eliminated on the West Side 
and also at the West 25th street Nickel Plate crossing. We 
also caused a very large banner to be erected at the corner of 
the viaduct and W. 25th street. These banners were all 
lettered with this and similar captions: “Vote to Save Lives. 
This dangerous railroad crossing and ten others on the West 
Side will be eliminated if the bond issue carries on July 22d.” 
Our banners created a great deal of favorable comment, and 
the Chamber of Commerce evidently thought so well of the 
idea that they caused banners to be erected at every grade 
crossing in the city, which was proposed to be eliminated. 
With the co-operation of the Publication Committee, 35,000 
copies of The Enterprise, containing much information in 
reference to the bond issues, were distributed on the West 
Side. One issue of 15,000 was printed in two colors and 
made a very favorable impression. We also mailed letters to 
the members of the Chamber, requesting them to work with 
their employees and neighbors for the bond issues. Your 
committee believes that its efforts in this campaign were not 
in vain as the bond issues on the West Side carried by 53 
votes in excess of the necessary two-thirds majority.” 

We would recommend to the Chamber that it now 
secure its share of this victory and urge all possible dispatch 
upon the part of the city and railway companies to abolish 
those grade crossings contemplated on the West Side. These 
projects will move slowly enough at the best and the earlier 
definite plans are adopted the more secure will we feel in the 
matter. 

Fire Protection. 

The attitude of the Chamber upon adequate fire protec¬ 
tion for the entire city, and especially for the West Side, is 
well known. It was this body which first called the serious 
attention of the citizens to the lack of proper protection, a 
situation which was truly alarming. 

By persistent effort and by driving home self-evident 
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facts, we have finally secured two new fire stations upon the 
West Side. Before many months these stations will be com¬ 
pleted and equipped. 

The most serious conflagration upon the West Side in years 
was the complete destruction of the great Koch & Henke fur¬ 
niture store. At that time was most forcibly demonstrated 
the need of the extension of the high pressure service west of 
the river. This should be a project for earnest endeavor dur¬ 
ing the coming year. 

The Tuberculosis Hospital. 

The Chamber displayed the broadness of its spirit and 
humaneness of its views when it also gave its unqualified 
support to the special bond issue of $250,000 for the creation 
of a Tuberculosis Hospital at Warrensville, which proposi¬ 
tion was also carried with the grade crossing bonds. 

In this connection we would suggest that the present 
City Hospital is far from meeting the requirements of a great 
and growing city and that the proper committee make this 
problem and its solution a study the coming year. 

The Denison-Harvard Bridge. 

During the past summer the Chamber had the pleasure 
of participating in the dedication of the Denison-Harvard 
Bridge which improvement was advocated and urged by this 
organization during the first year of its existence. While the 
bridge is not yet open for traffic, it will be soon and already 
the salutary effects are noticeable in the increase of real estate 
values in that section of the city. With its final completion 
an effort should be made to secure a cross town street car 
line, which would naturally result in a belt line encircling the 
city. 

Conversion of the Central Viaduct. 

The next bridge proposition to which this Chamber 
should give its serious and persistent effort is the conversion 
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of the Central Viaduct into a high level bridge. The city ad¬ 
ministration has promised this greatly needed improvement 
at the very earliest opportunity and we would urge the 
Chamber to keep steadfastly at this matter until it becomes 
an accomplished fact. While we do not believe in becoming 
unduly alarmed, yet the reports of the city engineering de¬ 
partment for several years past do not inspire with the utmost 
confidence in the stability of this structure. Safety and con¬ 
venience both demand action at an early date. 

Relief for the Upper Flats. 

The manufacturing interests in the upper flats of the 
Cuyahoga valley have long suffered great inconvenience in 
getting out with their product. The poor roadways and steep 
bluffs have not only presented serious obstacles to manufac¬ 
turing plants now located there but have acted as prohibition 
upon others which might go there. At present there is hope of 
the paving of Jennings Road to Harvard street, in which event 
an outlet would be obtained. There has some question arisen 
as to the obligation of the railway building a retaining wall, 
thus insuring a more lasting improvement. We understand 
this obligation was assumed by the railway company under 
ordinances granted by the old corporation of Brooklyn Vil¬ 
lage. We would recommend to this Chamber that it take up 
this matter and do all in its power to hasten the improvement 
and insist that all obligations be lived up to by the railway 
company and the city. 

The Rocky River Parkway. 

For years the beauty of the Rocky River valley has been 
sounded by all who ever looked upon it. But through all the 
years the thought of preserving it for the perpetual enjoyment 
of the people, never took definite form. It is to the exclusive 
credit of this Chamber that such a proposition came before it 
and that it became a living and vital matter. The Parks and 
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Boulevards committee of the Chamber has devoted a great 
amount of time and energy to it, with the result that public 
interest has been thoroughly aroused. So great has been this 
interest that “the Conservation of the Beauty Spots of Cuya¬ 
hoga County” has become a real issue and not only is the 
Rocky River valley being considered, but a wide encircling 
county boulevard as well. State legislation is confidently 
expected to create a Commission or Board with full power to 
receive gifts of land and of money. 

We feel that this project is one to which the Chamber 
should give its most loyal support the coming year. Once 
an accomplished fact, it will stand as an everlasting monu¬ 
ment to the farsightedness of this organization and afford to 
the people unending joys. 

Educational. 

During the past year two improvements of great value 
have been secured, both of which were earnestly advocated 
by this Chamber. The Willard school annex, recently dedi¬ 
cated, was one which this Chamber took up at the request of 
the citizens of that district. The securing of a splendid site 
for a West Side Technical High School and a magnificent 
althletic field is another project urged by this body. The Tech¬ 
nical High School will be equal to any in the country. The 
Athletic field will be one of the finest in the city and afford 
ample opportunities for all our school sports and games west 
of the river. 

Hospitals and Benevolences. 

So well indeed are our hospitals conducted that there has 
been no need of any action in this regard. In the matter of 
benevolences the Chamber has always displayed a desire to 
encourage the splendid work of the Associated Charities. The 
West Side Branch of this organization is doing good work and 
it was to render this work more effective that the report of 
Hospitals and Benevolences committee was unanimously en¬ 
dorsed. The report is as follows: 
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“The proper distribution of the charities of a great city 
is a problem which should meet with the careful consideration 
of all citizens and we believe that the Chamber of Industry 
should give expression to its views upon the subject. 

“There is no question that a co-operation between all reg- 
uarly organized charitable as well as volunteer associations is 
greatly to be desired, in order that all who are worthy of aid 
may be reached and duplication of efforts be avoided. 

“We most heartily commend the efforts of all the char¬ 
itable and philanthropic men and women of Cleveland, who 
under various banners are carrying help and hope to the less 
fortunate of humanity. We plead, if anything, for a broader 
spirit of this kind among our people. 

“In a city of over half a million inhabitants this need is 
great, and to properly meet it not only requires the open heart 
and the generous hand, but a wise and business-like manage¬ 
ment of all such resources. We, therefore, believe that all 
charities should be so organized and the work of relief so 
correlated that the greatest good can come to the greatest 
number. 

“In order to accomplish this object, with the various or¬ 
ganizations engaged in this work, we most heartily recom¬ 
mend a co-operation with the Associated Charities through 
their 'Clearing House/ 

“It is a pleasure to report that the majority of charitable 
organizations, churches and societies are already finding it 
greatly to their advantage and increasing the efficacy of their 
work by thus co-operating. In no manner does it retard the 
activity or destroy the individuality of any charitably dis¬ 
posed body, but on the contrary enhances the splendid work 
done by all. 

“We particularly desire to recommend such co-operation 
by all charitable bodies west of the Cuyahoga river. We be¬ 
lieve that greater good will come from such co-operation and 
that in this manner all those worthy of aid will receive their 
due share; to ask and receive more would be unworthy and 
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result in misdirected effort and discouragement to those who 
are anxious and willing to extend all needful aid. 

“We would, therefore, recommend to the Cleveland Cham¬ 
ber of Industry that it strongly endorse the ‘Gearing House’ 
idea, not only for special occasions like Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, but for all other seasons of the year as well.

Entertainment. 

The entertainment features of the Chamber were some¬ 
what limited in the old quarters and as the new home was 
not occupied until late in October the opportunities have not 
been many to develop this side of the Chamber life. 

The six o’clock dinners have proven enjoyable and are 
usually followed by a program instructive and entertaining. 
These dinners should become a regular feature and dates 
definite announced for the winter season. 

An automobile inspection trip of the West and South 
Side parks, boulevards and bridges was given, with a visit to 
Rocky River concluding with a dinner. This was most enjoy¬ 
able and was a revelation to the large number of members 
who participated. 

We would commend to the Entertainment Committee a 
careful study of this recreative feature of the Chamber which 
with proper consideration may be made a most valuable aid 
to our work. 

Industrial. 

We would recommend that during the coming year the 
Industrial Committee make it the business of the committee to 
secure full and complete data of the industrial concerns west 
of the river, such as amount of capital invested, value of 
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annual product, number of workers, residence of same and 
such other statistics as may suggest themselves. Such infor¬ 
mation will be valuable and give us a clearer comprehension 
of our interests. 

Membership. 

Only words of congratulation can be offered in connec¬ 
tion with this work for the past year. The future gives every 
promise of bringing our membership up to the twelve hundred 
mark within the next year. We take the greatest pleasure in 
recognizing the splendid support given by the members gen¬ 
erally in this work and only suggest that if each of the present 
members secure one new member in 1911 we will have more 
than realized our ambition.

The West Side Market House. 

An annual report of the Chamber without some mention 
of the West Side Market House would be like the play of 
Hamlet with the Melancholy Dane omitted. The efforts of 
this body to hasten the completion of this long-drawn-out 
improvement is a matter of history but now the pleasure is 
ours to announce that we are about to realize the victory and 
on July 22 of this year will occur the dedication of this 
modern and handsome structure. 

The National Board of Trade. 

Upon invitation from The National Board of Trade, the 
Chamber sent three delegates to the national convention of 
that body in Washington. The sessions of The National Mone¬ 
tary Commission were held at that time and our delegates 
returned with much valuable information regarding the great 
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and important questions involved. In this connection we are 
pleased to state that this Chamber has been presented with the 
complete report of The National Monetary Commission which 
will prove most valuable in the study of the subject. 

The Olympic Games Commission. 

The Chamber was honored by an invitation from the 
Mayor to name two of its members for the Olympic Games 
Commission. 

The object of this Commission is to use every endeavor 
to secure the World’s Olympic Games for Cleveland in 1916. 
The success of this undertaking would mean a world-wide 
advertisement of our city and bring it into prominence as per¬ 
haps no other event would. 

If the games are brought to this country and to Cleve¬ 
land, especially should this Chamber be interested in securing 
the adoption of the Brookside Stadium for this great event. 
It would seem that this is the finest location in the city, offer¬ 
ing natural advantages unsurpassed and also transportation 
facilities able to handle the largest throngs. 

Postal. 

The idea of a sub-Federal Building for the West Side 
should not be permitted to fade away. It is even now very 
much needed and the rapid growth of the city west of the river 
will make it more imperative in a few years. It is none too 
early to seriously take up this project both with the Federal 
authorities but with our congressman as well. Such public 
improvements move slowly and before it could reasonably be 
expected to materialize the demand will be most pressing. 

We are happy to state that through the efforts of this 
Chamber and with the hearty co-operation of the local postal 
authorities, we have secured additional deliveries to a large 
number of our industrial concerns and business men west of 
the river. The collection of mail has been materially im¬ 
proved. We would urge our Postal Committee to continue 
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to be on the alert for an improved postal service is one of our 
needs on the West and South Sides. 

Publication. 

One of the most powerful agencies of the Chamber in 
promulgating its policies and advocating its measures is The 
Cleveland Enterprise, the weekly newspaper owned, controlled 
and published by this body. Each week ten thousand copies 
circulate among the citizens west of the river and it is reason¬ 
able to say that in this manner at least thirty thousand readers 
each week become familiar with those matters advocated by 
the Chamber. This is indeed a large audience to speak to 
and we have every evidence that the paper has proven its 
influence for good in all our efforts. The paper has received 
the loyal support of our merchants in its advertising columns, 
thus making it possible to publish without loss, for the idea of 
profit is entirely foreign to the plan. 

The thanks of this Chamber is due to the Publication 
Committee for the successful career of the paper thus far and 
we earnestly hope that the same generous support will be 
given in the future, if not materially increased, to the end that 
the publication may be made better and of even wider circu¬ 
lation. 


Passenger Depot at Detroit Avenue. 

The wonderful growth of Lakewood and the rapid in¬ 
crease of population on the West Side makes it desirable if 
indeed not a necessity that a commodious passenger station 
be built at the Lake Shore railway crossing on Detroit avenue. 
The railway companies are showing their appreciation of such 
additional passenger stations in the eastern part of the city and 
there is no reason why this particular location does not offer 
the same attractions. 

The Chamber, through a special committee, has taken this 
matter up with the railway authorities and has received assur¬ 
ances of the company’s willingness to meet the desire of our 
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citizens in this regard. The company asks for a little delay 
until the Belt Line is completed when their freight traffic will 
be diverted; the promise is that then a passenger depot will 
be built which will be a credit to our part of the city. 

This is a pleasant prospect, but at the same time we 
would urge vigilance upon the Chamber's part that the prom¬ 
ise is met at the earliest opportunity. 

Extension of Edgewater Boulevard. 

f 

One of the most essential improvements in our city park 
and boulevard system is the completion of the Edgewater 
boulevard from its present terminus at Taylor street to the 
Superior viaduct. This project has languished for years and 
for various reasons, some of them good and some not, but 
chiefly for lack of funds. We now are led to believe that 
funds can be had and it should be the business of this Chamber 
to press the completion of this work to a finish. The build¬ 
ing of the new high level bridge is the greatest incentive in 
this regard, for with its completion this boulevard should meet 
it. Let this improvement be one to which this body will give 
its heartiest support the coming year. 

West 65th Street Extension 

The extension of West 65th street under the tracks of 
the Big Four railway is an improvement which should be 
pushed with vigor by this body. Large business interests 
would be accommodated by this improvement and the cost 
would be trifling in comparison to the benefits received. This 
extension is also important in that it becomes the natural 
route for a belt line railway when the Denison-Harvard bridge 
is opened for traffic. Thus public convenience and private 
business interests would be conserved. We recommend this 
to the especial attention of the Chamber the coming year. 

Streets and Sewers. 

The paving of West 38th street has been urged by this 
Chamber and the placing in proper condition of the city prop- 
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erty upon that street opposite the Carnegie Branch—West 
library. This is a much needed improvement and in its pres¬ 
ent condition mars the beauty of Library Park. 

The rebuilding of the West 25th street sewer is one of 
the improvements for which this body has waged an un¬ 
ceasing warfare. The matter has been discussed with the 
State Board of Health and the City Board of Health, all 
authorities agreeing that the sewer was inadequate and a 
menace to health. By our persistence in this matter the city 
administration has at last found funds to go ahead with this 
work and contracts have been let, work to begin upon the first 
section at an early date. 

We would recommend that the proper committee keep in 
touch with this improvement and insist upon a time limit and 
then see that the contract was strictly observed. The confu¬ 
sion to business and traffic during the construction of the 
sewer must necessarily be great, so that the work should be 
completed in the shortest possible time. 
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THE GOOD OF IT ALL. 

By Dr. James Hedley. 

Address at The Chamber of Industry Dinner, April 12, 1910. 

From time to time, certain individuals have pronounced 
these questions: “What good is the Chamber of Industry 
acomplishing?” “Is its work of any value ?” “To what can it 
point, as an evidence of its usefulness, or of the demand for 
its existence ?” “Has it completed the West Side Market 
House? Has it built a High Level Bridge?” “What finan¬ 
cial profit or advantage does it bring to its members ?” “What 
is the good of it all, anyway?’’ 

Primarily, and indeed paramountly, the good of any or¬ 
ganization, or enterprise, or of any movement, depends upon 
three things: the spirit which actuates it; the persistence with 
which its purposes are pursued and maintained; and the 
public sentiment which that spirit and persistence create. 
The highest good of anything is not always made manifest by 
immediate results, and above all, it cannot be measured by 
personal financial gain. The lowest measurement of good, is 
the measurement of money. The man whose thought turns 
always to the getting of money out of his undertakings, or 
from his association with an organization like this, is not 
doing the best he can, nor is he contributing the greatest 
good of which he is capable, to the community in which he 
lives. 

I do not mean that money is not an essential. Honestly 
obtained, and wisely expended, righteously expended, un¬ 
selfishly applied, it is both an essential and a blessing. Since 
men have made it the one means of commercial exchange, 
it is difficult to see just how we could get along without it. 
Money—it crowns the hill-tops with diadems of golden com; 
it brings from the caverns of the sea the rarest corals and 
pearls; it drags from the quarries’ beds the marbles that whiten 
a thousand palaces. It means light, and heat and water; pure 
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air, sunshine and clean streets; transportation, the telegraph 
and the telephone; and, if you please, it means a completed 
Market House; a High Level Bridge; a Library; a Harvard- 
Denison Bridge, a great water tunnel and a filtration plant. 
All this is true, and yet money is not the supreme measure 
of good. Good is not altogether the measure of the million¬ 
aire. The highest ambition of life is not to become a mil¬ 
lionaire, simply for the sake of being a millionaire—that is 
a low ambition. The man who lives to get money, that he may 
get more and more, thinking to constitute himself a financial 
pirate on the commercial sea, who measures all values and all 
good by dollars, until his heart is covered with a frost of 
iron—a heart that heeds not the need of the common people, 
that suffering cannot soften, and sorrow's tears melt to sym¬ 
pathy, is not in the true sense, an admirable citizen. If the 
common people speak of him with bitterness; if widows 
weep at the sound of his voice, and sunny-eyed children, romp¬ 
ing among the golden stars of the dandelions in yonder field, 
run at his approach, his life is not a good life—not a useful 
life; it is a bad life—it is a failure. 

A good man always gives thought to the need and wel¬ 
fare of the common people; the need of his community; the 
welfare of his city. I do good work when I help myself, 
but better work when I help a neighbor, and best, when by 
any thought or act, I can help a community, a city, a state, 
or perhaps a world, if but one step up the steps of a higher, 
better, happier life. There is a millionaire who lives much of 
his time, not far from Cleveland, who is devising means 
whereby he can exchange the millions he has earned upon 
the earth, for an eternal penny, which shall pass as current 
coin in the heaven of men's heart. Abou Ben Adhem, you 
know, went first into the immortal country, not because he 
was rich, but because he loved his fellow-man—because he 
served his fellow-man. That is what is meant by the spirit. 

Gentlemen, if this Chamber of Industry is actuated by 
the spirit of unselfishness, the spirit of love in its broad 
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sense, its work shall be of untold good, and nothing can 
prevent the successful consummation of its purposes. 

Some years ago, in England, Richard Cobden, during the 
days of the bread riots, saw a chance to get up a corner on 
corn, and make himself rich; had he done that, the common 
people would have cursed him, and today, his memory would 
be execrated; but he listened to the voice of his heart, and 
to the cry of the hungry, and hearing and heeding, he be¬ 
came the friend and the champion of the common people; he 
repealed the unjust corn laws of England, and enabled the 
poor to eat bread; and so tonight his memory lingers in 
every English cottage, bright as the beauty of a star, sweet 
as the melody of a song. He was actuated by the right 
spirit. 

A Phoenician of the Far East, saw that the interchange 
of thought* and the dessemination of knowledge, could not 
be had in any wide way, through the meager means of pic¬ 
tures, and he invented the alphabet, and opened wide the doors 
to education, to books, to schools and universities, churches 
and libraries, and to correspondence by letters, and to the 
better civilization we know, today. He did not patent his 
alphabet; he did not organize a trust or a syndicate to control 
it, and thereby put an everlasting tax upon every child's 
primer, and every businessman's letter; he gave it to the chil¬ 
dren of men, to the races of the world, without money and 
without price—and he gave it with his blessing. He was actu¬ 
ated by the right spirit. 

Gentlemen, let us lay aside our over anxious thought 
for immediate results, and above all, our thought—if we have 
such thought—of personal financial gain, and give ourselves 
unselfishly to the need of the community, to the improvement 
and development of this splendid West Side, with its thou¬ 
sands of opportunities and possibilities, and so to the welfare 
of all our fair city. Let us put our hearts as well as our 
heads into every business enterprise. The businessman who 
takes his heart into partnership with him always gives value 
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received; and he draws about him a great following. He puts 
far beneath him the grasping, thieving spirit which would 
win fortune at the cost of loss or sorrow or even inconven¬ 
ience to another. Upon the eternal basic principle, that love 
is the one thing, which if we keep to ourselves, we shall lose, 
and which if we give to another, we shall keep, the Chamber 
of Industry shall flourish, as rain-washed fields flourish; it 
shall stand immovable, as rocks of granite stand, in the 
stress of any storm. 

If we want a High Level Bridge, and are willing to work 
for it unselfishly, and are content to have it, not at Lorain 
avenue, or Franklin or Detroit—but to have it ANYWHERE, 
so long as we have it; not simply for the benefit of some 
individual, or the commercial advantage of some special neigh¬ 
borhood, but for the benefit of the whole community, and for 
the good of the whole city, we shall have it, and all the 
powers on earth and hell cannot prevent it. 

With this same spirit, we shall complete the West Side 
Market House, and the carping criticism, and the little pessi¬ 
misms of no one man, even though he hold political office, can 
prevent it; we shall see the Harvard-Denison Bridge go on, 
as it is going on, to a full completion; and we shall have a 
great Water Tunnel, if we want it, and a Filtration Plant, 
and these things mean health and strength and life. They 
will render wide spread epidemics of disease practically im¬ 
possible. Pure clean water is the greatest boon of life—it 
guarantees strong men, beautiful women, and bright children*. 
It is a cause of cheer and song and laughter. If cleanliness, 
and health be next to godliness, there can be no better religion; 
than that. 

Gentlemen, do not be over-anxious about the money; 
we shall get it, for we shall not always have a bankrupt 
exchequer in Cleveland. 

With this spirit of unselfishness, there must be a persist¬ 
ence, ceaseless and unwearying. The work of this Chamber 
must not be spasmodic. It must not expend itself in a series 
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of banquets, however enjoyable; or in the singing of songs, 
or the telling of tales, however delightful, or in the shout 
of a camp meeting. At a camp meeting in south Carolina, 
a level headed brother said to a high-keyed, jabbering, scream¬ 
ing sister, “Fo’ Gawd's sake, honey, shut yo’ mouf, an' sit 
down, an' keep still! You niggar, you hollar too much, an' 
think an' do too little!” That is not bad counsel, even for 
a Chamber of Industry. There must be a settled, persistent 
purpose. We must quietly think, and devise and do, and 
give. We must do things, not simply say things, but do 
things and do them persistently, unselfishly, and with an eye 
single to the general good. There is no power mightier than 
the power of persistence. When men come to you, and say 
to you, you cannot move that man; he never lets up; you 
know that he wields a sword like to the blade of Damascus, 
that can sever a thistle down, or cut an iron bar asunder. 
Twist a thousand slender wires of persistence into one great 
cable, and it shall swing any bridge of purpose over the 
Niagaras of the world’s opposition. This is a Chamber of 
Industry, and industry means work, labor, doing things, and 
doing them persistently. 

We need the pesistence of a Richard Arkwright, w'ho, 
though a penny barber in a London cellar, toiled on, and on, 
and on, in the face of solitude and poverty and hunger and 
sickness, until he produced a loom, and founded the modern 
factory system of the world. 

We need the persistence of a Morse, who, in spite of 
the sneers and snubs of pretended friends, and the cold refusal 
of the Congress of the United States to help him, labored on, 
and on, persistently on, until at last, he took the autograph 
of God, as He writes it in the lightning on the parchment of 
the sky, bound it up in a thread of wire, and in the intelligible 
echoes of electric whispers, sent it 'round the world—and 
gentlemen, the Telegraph was born! 

Unite in loving embrace, this spirit of unselfishness, 
and this persistence, and you shall create a public sentiment 
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which shall sweep everything before it. The voice of the 
people is the voice of achievement, and achievement depends 
in a large measure upon public sentiment, which is the logical 
inevitable outcome of the voice of the people. This Chamber 
is the friend, the champion, the attorney of the people; it 
represents and speaks for the people, and paramountly for the 
people of the West Side. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe wrote a novel, called “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin," in which she unselfishly and persistently cham¬ 
pioned the cause of the slave, and she set all the sky of the 
nation on fire with a right public sentiment. 

John Brown, of Kansas, declared again, and still again, 
that the black man had a right to be free as well as the white 
man; and beneath the blood dripping leaves of the sun flowers 
of his state, and from the gallows at Harper's Ferry, he still 
persisted. 

The influence of his conviction and work did not cease 
with his life; the spirit of the man still inspired the world 
and continued to create a right public sentiment. The old 
song tells us that while “John Brown's body lies mouldering 
in the grave, his soul is marching on." This is true of every 
good man whose purposes are persistent and unselfish, his 
influence does not die with the death of his body; it remains. 

But recently, a good man, a patient, unselfish, loyal soul, 
a member of this Chamber, Edward Wiebenson, passed out 
of life. I know that he was a man. I have done business 
with him in years gone by. He was honest, kindly and con¬ 
siderate of my welfare; his thought was not all upon himself. 
I shall never forget him; this Chamber cannot forget him. 
He was a persistent unselfish advocate of the interests of this 
community, of this West Side which he loved. His voice, his 
labor and his money were freely given that all might be bene- 
fitted and blessed. That spirit remains; his influence is still 
with us and we owe much of what we are as an organization 
for civic advancement and righteousness to him. He helped 
to create the public sentiment which has made this Chamber a 
power in Cleveland. 
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So was it with John Brown, he created a public sentiment, 
which made it possible for Abraham Lincoln, the inspired 
uncommon Commoner, to enunciate his Emancipation Proc¬ 
lamation, and to strike the shackles from four million, tired, 
scarred, black feet, and a people stood erect in the kingliness 
of freedom! 

When we are led to the contemplation of any organiza¬ 
tion, and find that its words and its work go not beyond the 
line of the contracted circle about its own feet; and that its 
purpose reaches no higher than its own profit, its own eleva¬ 
tion and its own glory, we know that there is much dead salt 
in it, good for nothing but to be cast out, and trodden under 
the feet of men; but when its purposes and work so go out, 
that it is recognized as a means of public prosperity, uplift 
and blessing, because of its unselfishness, its persistence, good 
men everywhere, will rally about its standard and shout for 
joy, and the good of it all shall be well nigh immeasurable. 

In this attitude, and with this expression, this Chamber 
of Industry, shall like the rose of Lancaster, be the fairest 
flower in the crown of the king; it shall be the richest blos¬ 
som in the garland about the brow of our fair city. 

Gentlemen, the good of it all, then, depends upon three 
things: an unselfish spirit; a persistence, that knows no cessa¬ 
tion, and no weariness; and the creation of a consequent right 
public sentiment. May these three things be our trinity, our 
Masonry, our Odd-Fellowship, our Pythianism, our Civic 
religion, and good men shall smile and say, “Well done, good 
and faithful servants; ye have been unselfish, persistent, pa¬ 
tient, loyal over a few things—ye shall be masters over many 
and mighty things!”
